In 2009, 100% of the 99
hospitalswith birthing facilities had implemented a hearing
screeningprogram an®8.7% of babies born in éonsin were
bornin a facilitythat ofers UNHS. Of the 69,481 babies born
in Wisconsin in 2009, 98.6% were born in a hospital, .1% were
born at free—standing birth centers, and 1.3% were ladrn
home. Currently 97% of babies are screened prior to one month
of age, with a 0.4% ratef refusal. The statewide average rate
of infants who do not pass the newborn hearing screen in 2009
was 3%, which falls within the American Academgf
Pediatricecommendation of less than 4%.

Hearinglossis the most common congenital birth defect,
affectingan estimate®00 babies annually in Mtonsin. If
hearingloss isleft undetected, it will impede speech, language,
cognitive and social development.The Wsconsin Sound
Beginnings (WSB) Program continues to make progress
towardmeeting its goal of ensuring that screening be available
to 100% of babies born in Mfonsin and to ensurthat
appropriateservices are provided to children who do not pass
their hearing screens.

The WSB Program is improving all areasearly hearing
detectionand intervention through a variety of activitiedle
arealso working with our partners in other agencies to promote
asound beginning for Wconsins children.
